BEATEN BY THU

Marvin Partin Threaten- 


ed by Black Hand. 


One Man Under Arrest, but 
Police Have No Clew to Iden- 
tity of Two Men With Whom 
Partin Had Desperate Fight 
Sunday. 


Marvin L. Partin, 17 years of age, 
seal clerk in the employ of the Cen- 
of Georgia railroad, boarding at 
88 South Pryor street, received his 
fifth dose of violent treatment last 
night at the hands of two of a gang 
of three young toughs who, for mo- 
tives unknown. to Partin, wnt him 
to move from Atlanta. 

The young man was assaulted near 
the railroad wards at McDaniel and 
Whitehall streets and badly beaten_up. 
One of his assailants had a knife which 
he managed to-wrench from him in the 
struggle, the knife blade passing 
through the unknown man’s hand and 
bringing blood. 

Kicked Into Unconsciousness. 

During the struggle both Partin and 
his assailant fell, the latter placing 
his bloody hand over Partin’s face 
in an attempt to choke and gouge. 
While down, the second young man 
kicked Partin severely in the side until 
he was unconscious. Then both fled. 

With his face bloody from the en- 
counter and his ribs aching from the 
hard kicks, Partin, when he regained 
consciousness crwlied to McDaniel 
street and boarded a street car, going 
to the Grady hospital for treatment. 
His left side was found blue from 
bruises, but no ribs were broken, and 
Partin was able to leave after an hour. 

While at work in the yards sealing 
up cars on the night of August 29, 
Partin was knocked in the head with 
a big rock thrown by a mysterious 
party from a place of concealment. He 
fell unconscious from the blow, suffer- 
ing from two large gashes in his 
temple. He was found an hour later 
by railroad men and sent to the hos- 
pital. 

In a few days he recovered 
went to work, but the police 
gaimed no clue to the identity of 
party who threw the rock.

American shore at 5:30. 

Despite the~battering of 
pool rapids, Larsen. went through safe- 
ly, but his boat was leaking badly at 
the finish and through the trip. Lar- 
sen had intended to start at 2:30 
o’clock, but he was delayed by engine 
trouble; besides, the authorities had 
threatened to interfere on the ground 
of attempting suicide. 

In the Whirlpeool Rapids, 

The Ferro swung under the 
lever bridge, the engine running at 
top speed, and was caught in the swift 
drift, where the river begins its rush 
to the whirlpool rapids. Larsen held 
to the middle of the channel and in 
less than three minutes had made the 
great pool. In the trip through the 
rapids, the little boat was lost to 
sight most of the time, but at Great 
Wave it was shot 20 feet of the 
water. The boat landed and 
continued to the pool. 

Larsen kept to the ortér edge of 
the pool and passed out and down 
without accident. Just as he left the 
pool, the engine stopped working, and 
Larsen was at the mercyrof the wa- 
ters hardly less violent than those 
above. The little boat swung around 
stern first, and then turned completey! 
over, Larsen coming up badly battered. 
Here he injured his leg. 

Piaything of the Mighty River. 
From then on Larsen was the play- 
thing of the mighty river, unable to 
hold the coursé, the boat swinging 
from one side to the other. After get- 
ting through the Devil's Hole, the 
Ferro swung towards the rock on the 
American side of the river, rolled over 
one boulder and went fast between 
two others. 

There Larsen staved 
utes, forty feet from shore, working 
desperately to release the craft. Get- 
ting free, he was hit by a comber and 
sent careening toward the middle. At 
the bend, with the Lewiston bridge 
in sight, the boat drifted toward the 
American side again, and was then 
caught in the shore eddy. The Ferro 
grounded again, this time near enough 
to shore to be caught by Roy Rock- 
well, of this city, who waded into the 
water and caught a rope thorwn by 
Larsen.

part of the journey, he was persuaded 

to board a trolley to Lewiston, setting 

the boat adrift. ; 
He Was Not Hurt. 

“The trip was worse than I thought 
it would be,” said Larsen, “but I am 
not hurt, and I will do it again some 
time with another boat. My leg was 
jammed when she tipped over, but 
that’s all. The engine worked fine 
through the rapids, and I could have 
made the trip in half an hour if it 
hadn't stopped before leaving the 
whirlpool.’ 

This morning Larsen was summoned 
to the police office here because he 
was to touch on this side. A commit- 
tee of five was appointed to inspect the 
boat and see if the hazard could be 
termed attempted suicide. Larsen flirt- 
ed with the committee, running his 
boat back and forth near the dock, 
but not near enough for a close in- 
spection. 

40,008 People Saw Voyage. 

A crowd of 40,000 lined bridges and 
banks at the time advertised for the 
trip, but when Larsen started most 
of them had gone. 

Except the Old Maid of the Mist sent 
through in 1864 to avoid seizure, Lar- 
gen'’s is the only = engine-propelled 
eraft to have gone through the rap- 
ids.

of from 10 to 12 miles an hour. In 
the 24 hours since the ascension the 
aeronauts have covered about 400 
miles. 

In addition to these three definite- 
ly sighted, dozens of conflicting reports 
came in, one from Wheeling, W. Va. 
reading: 

“One near Martin’s Ferry, Ohio; four 
over Wellsburg, W. Va.; two at Fol- 
lansbee, and one near Moundsville, at 
noon,” 

Balloons Traveled Together. 

The only landing reported was from 
Washington, Pa., this evening. The 
Topeka came down at 3:30 o’clock, 
seven miles south of that place. The 
Topeka ascended at 5:46 p. m., yester- 
day. Pilot R. 8. Cole and aid, F. G. Jacobs 
of Hopeka,Kan., reported that most of 
the night they had traveled so close- 
ly to others of the big aeronautical 
party that they could talk from bas- 
ket to basket. The Topeka was en- 
tered in the free-for-all event. 

Eastern Ohio, West Virginia and 
Western Pennsylvania were all balloon- 
hunting today. All afternoon local 
newspaper offices were advised from 
outlying districts that three balloons, 
sailing high and separated by about 10- 
minute intervals had been sighted, 
The first report here came from Wash- 
ington, Pa. 

Over 1,000 Feet High. 

The balloons had been sighted there 
at 1 o’clock, and the third had passed 
at 1:50 p. m. They were al! over 1,000 
feet high. 

Over the junction of the Mononga- 
hela and Youghiogheny rivers the aero- 
nauts evidently encountered troub!e 
with the lower air currents and avoid- 
ed them by mounting to the height of 
néarly a mile. At the extreme height 
it was impossible to identify the bal- 
loons, and as dusk closed in they were 
reported as barely visible as they pro- 
ceeded northeasterly along the course 
of the Allegheny river. 

During the afternoon showers 
threatened several times and at 8 
o'clock some rain fell here, but at that 
hour no report had been received of 
these three balloons landing. The 
wind held steady at about twelve miles 
an hour as it had all day. The local 
weather bureau reported that during 
last night the aeronauts could not 
have had a wind much better than four 
miles an hour, but at daybreak it was 
more brisk. 

Note Dropped From Balloon. 

During the evening the following, 
which was dropped from the “Million 
Population Club” balloon of St. Louis, 
was brought into a local newspaper 
office. The note read: 

“Post-Dispatch, St. Louis, Mo.: We 
are now at the 2,500-foot level, travel- 
ing northeast east, with fourteen sand- 
bags left, 1:30 p. m. Don’t think we 
will be able to stay up all night.” 

The note is signed by Louls Von 
Phul, pilot, and Joseph O'Reilly, aid. 

The “Million Population Club” bal- 
loon went up at 5:19 p. m. from Indian- 
apolis yesterday and was entered for 
the championship. 

Nothing further has been heard frem 
any of the other balloons up till mid- 
hight tonight.

MARRIAGE. LAWS 
NEED REVISION” 


Rev. A. R. Holderby, pastor of the 
Moore Memorial Church, on Sunday 


morning preached a sermon on the 
text: Gen. ii, 22: “And from the -rib, 
which the Lord God had taken from 
man, built He a woman and brought 


her unto e man,” 

In part his sernfon follows: 

The work of creation was nof®com- 
pleted until God built the woman. So 
that woman was the crowning act of 
the Almighty’s work of creation. Man 
himself was incomplete until] the wom- 
an was formed. Being built out of 


man. she is his equal. 

The heathen and savage nations of 
the world have always degraded wom- 
because they regard her as in- 
ferior to man. But the gospel has 
crowned her with glory and honor. 
Woman is man’s equal in all the finer 
qualities and endowments of human 


nature. 

In the very nature of things, the 
creation of woman was a necessity. 
The Almighty déclared that it was “not 
good for man to be alone.” And so, 
God brought the woman unto the man. 

Here was instituted the law of mar- 
riage. God joined the man and woman 
together as man and wife. “And what 
God hath joined together, let no man 
put asunder.” 

Those laws which allow the man and 
wife to be divorced, except for the 
one Scriptural ground, are an insult to 
God and to the holy law of marriage, 
as instituted by God. 

In the state of Georgia, divorces are 
granted upon the most trivial grounds. 
The divorce laws of this country are 
in conflict with the laws of God and 
are a curse to the nation and an out- 
rage upon Christianity. 

Every true marriage relation formed 
is ordained of God. Unhappy marriage 
relations are not formed of God, but 
they are the work of the devil. 

When men and women enter into 
this relation with no thought of God 
and for unholy purposes, then that is 
the devil’s work and not God's. 

The laws of the country permit such 
marriages, but the laws of God for- 
bid. Such a marriage is an unholy al- 
liance, according to the Bible. 

While marriage has been instituted 
of God for tne good of the human 
race, yet there are some conditions 
under which some men and women 
should not marry. No woman should 
sacrifice Wer peace or happiness or her 
health or her religious convictions by 
entering upon the marriage relation. 
Neither has any Christian man the 
right to sacrifice any religious convic- 
tion in order to enter upon the mar- 
riage relation. 

The marriage laws .of our country 
are too lax. They need to be revised. 
In framing marriage laws, the law of 
heredity should be taken into account. 
Inebriates, criminals and diseased peo- 
ple should not be allowed to marry. 

It is time for the church to move 
in this matter and demand the en- 
actment of such marriage jaws as will 
protect society and save future pos- 
terity from untold misery and suffe--

OVER THE ALPS 


IN ALRUPLANES 


Aviators Will Undertake 
Perilous Voyage Today. 


Start Was Scheduled for Sun- 
day, but the Flight Was Post- 
poned Because of Religious 
Fete---Number of the Con- 
testants Is Dwindling. 


Brig, Switzerland, September 18.— 
The cross-Alps aeroplane flight from 
this place over the Simplon Pass to 
Italy, which was scheduled today, was 
postponed until tomorrow. The lo- 
eal authorities declined to allow the 
aeroplanes to depatr before noon on 
account of a religious fete held in hon- 
or of a local Swiss hero, whereupon 
the race committee announced a post- 
ponement. 

Two thousand spectators had @gssem- 
}bled in the aerodrome, which is locat- 
ed about 900 feet above sea level, and 
they strongly manifested their discon- 
tent over the disappointment, some of 
them demanding the return of their 
money. Many of the visitors even 
went so far as to assert that it was a 
trick to keep the crowds here. 

Number of Contestants Dwindling. 

The number of-contestants is dwin- 
dling. Palillette and Cattanee are now

Deputy I. B. Butler, of

Brown House, Macon, Ga., September 
18.—(Special.)—It is learndd here today 
that Deputy Sheriff I. B. Butler, of Doo- 
ly county, is at his home in Vienna 
with both hands blown off and both 
eyes destroyed, still alive but stand- 
ing a narrow chance of recovery, from 
the premature explosion of a dynamite 
held in his hand as he was about to 
throw it on a fishing excursion Friday 
afternoon, in Turkey creek, near Kel- 
ley’s still, where he was with a num- 
ber of other prominent persons, among 
them being Sheriff Charies Bennett 
and Chairman of the County Com- 
missioners R. E. Kelley. 

The party had carried a quantity of 
dynamite with them and Deputy But- 
ler had charge of the dangerous explo- 
sives. As he Was about to throw a 
stick where the fishermen intended to 
land a good catch, the explosion oc- 
curred, hurling him several feet and 
tearing away his hands. He was horri- 
bly burned and his eyesight was to- 
tally destroyed. He was immediately 
taken back to where medical treatment 
could be rendered and he will probably 
recover, despite the chances of blood 
poisoning. 

Deputy Butler is unmarried and be- 
longs to one of the most prominent 
families in Dooly county. The misfor- 
tune on the fishing expedition was not 
given out and few .people have yet 
learned of the accident to the popular 
deputy. 

No cause for the explosion that 
worked such harm could be given.

Republicans Allege That the 
Democratic Legislature Im- 
properly Formed the District 
Which Powers Seeks to Rep- 


resent. 


Washington, September 18.—With 
the noted Caleb Powers running for 
congress in the eleventh congressional 
district of Kentucky, and the formation 
of that district made an issue before 
the supreme court of the United States 
to determiine a state’s power to “ger- 
rymander” its territory, that mountain- 
ous region is to be a political center 
this fall. 

Unless the supreme court throws the 
case out on a question of jurisdiction 
or On some subordinate point of law, 
the decision is looked forward to as 
sure to have a widespread bearing on 
the proposed reapportionment of repre- 
sentatives next year. The politica] 
complexion of two.or more Kentucky 
congressmen is. said to depend upon 
the outcome of the case. 

What Republicans Claim. 
The Kentucky republicans claim that 


— 


by various acts, the democratic legis- 
lature of that state has added republii- 
can counties to the republican strong- 
hold, the eleventh district, thus mak- 
ing the adjoining third and ..eighth 
democratic. 
elected their candidate for congress in 
the eleventh by 21,000 majority, while ' 
the democrats carried the third by 476, 
and the eighth by 1,676. 

When the case was brought before 
the courts of Kentucky the judges 
held that the state cOurts were not 
clothed with any power fo question the 
discretion exercised by the legislature 
in districting the state for congres- 
sional purposes. Doubt was expressed 
as to whether congress had any right 
under the federal: constitution to say 
how the state should proceed in the 
formation of districts, but the court 
refrained from passing directly on the 
point. 

Statutes Said to Be Invalid. 

The case was brought to the 
preme court on the claim that 
Kentucky statutes were invalid be- 
cause in conflict in congressional en- 
actments providing that the districts 
should be composed of “contiguous 
and compact” territory. Such 
ments have been passed’ by’ congress 
following each census in the last thir- 
ty years. However, it is said that no 
test of the force of the words has 
been made before the supreme court. 
So far the legislature has been free 
to district tne states according to its 
opinions and tne determination of the 
Kentucky case was watched. ‘with 
interest to see if the power of the 
legislatures is to be limited.

And Dr.Snyder andWife 
Are Under Arrest. 


Twelve Warrants Against the 
Couple Who Exhibited Babies 
in Incubator at the Kentucky 
State Fair--Dr. Snyder Denies 


Babies Were Ill-Treated. 


Louisville, Ky., September 18.—Dr. 
Douglas Snyder and wife, of Pittsburg, | 
Pa., who were arrested last night, 
following the death of three incubator 
babies at the state fair here, were 
released on $500 bond early today, Mrs. 
Snyder putting up her jewelry, vated 
at $2,000, as security. The cases will 
come up in a magistrate’s court Mon- 
day morning. 

The three tiny victims were buried 
today in Cave Hill cemetery at the 
expense of the doctor. 

Arrested on 12 Warrants. 

The physician and his wife, were ar- 
rested on twelve warrants, sworn out 
by County Attorney Scott Bullitt, 
charging “unmerciful exposure of a 
child” and “exhibiting for gain or re- 
ward, an infant under 16 years of 
age.”" Dr. Snyder was arrested in Jef- 
fersonvillg, Ind.,» while he was waiting 
an answer to a telephone call for his 
wife at the fair grounds in Louis- 
ville. He is the owner of the patent 
rights on the incubators and repre- 
sents an incubator company. In ex- 
plaining his postion in the matter, Dr. 
Snyder said today: 

“My arrest has come entirely through 
misguided. sentiment. | am not ‘exhib- 
iting these babies for the mere pit- 
tance that I ask as an admission, for 
I would be a fool to do so. 

“I have bought this machine and 


“am trying to introduce it to the pub- 


lic. 
Babies Not Illl-Treated. 

“As far as the babies having been 
mistreated or neglected, that is all 
foolishness. Any one who knows me 
in Pittsburg, will tell you that I am 
not the type of man to abuse anyone. 
I always have treated these children 
with the utmost care and have con- 
Stantly an expert trained nurse to 
watch after them. You see I got these 
babies from the Maternity Hospital in 
Pittsburg. Although they were nor- 
mally born infants, yet they were af- 
flicted in some slight way, and it was 
believed that they would be benefited 
by treatment in the incubators. They 
are all charity patients, and it has al- 
ways been my plan that after raising 
the babies I would turn them over to 
some good family for adoption.”

Sow Oats. rte 

It is not necessarygto say to long- | 
time readers of this paper that for. 
many years I have been a persistent | 
and even strenuous advocate of oat 
culture. IL have long believed and in- 
Sisted that it should be made the lead- 
ing grain food crop for work animals 
and growing live stock. Since 1859— 
my first year as an independent farm- 
er—and so iong as I remained on my 
farm I sowed oats, got them killed, 
sowed again and made a good crop, 
and so on getting a good yield about 
one or twe years out of four and los- 
ing 2ut the remaining three or four on 
account of winter killing, when sown 
in the fall, and drouth or rust, and 
often. both, when sown in the spring. 
But I never gave up the fight. In the 
meantime a strictly_rust-proof variety 
of oats from Mexico (by way of Tex- 
as) was introduced which solved the 
problem so far as rust was concerned, 
When i took charge of the experi- 
ment station as director in.1889, I at 
once determined to make oats one of 
the main grain crops of the station, 
and, if possible, to devise, or discov- 
er, or develop some means by which 
the crop might come through a severe 
freeze without serious injury. The 
method was discovered at the station 
under my direction along between 1891 
and 1895, but was not finally confirmed 
and published to the world until 1899. 
It is now most commonly Known un- 
der the name I gave it, the “open 
furrow” method of sowing oats, and 
consists essentially in sowing the seed 
oats and fertilizer in furrows laid 
mot closer than sixteen inches apart, 
these furrows being left just as open- 
ed by the drill, or smail shovel, no 
effart being made to cover the oat 
seeq or fertilizer, any further than 
the light covering of the loose soil 
falling into the furrows. A very im- 
portant part of the plan, if not ac- 
tually essential to the best results, is 
libera] fertilizing at the time of sow- 
ing; and the very essence of the plan 
assures that the crop be planted in the 
fall, say from September 15, in the ex- 
treme northern edge of the cotton re- 
gion, to November 15, in the extreme 
south. Along the middle line of that 
region, between October 15 and Novem- 
ber 1 will usually prove the best time 
to sow. 

As has often been stated, the sowing 
of the seed oats in open furrows, caus- 
ing the plants to come up and remain 
two to four inches below the general 
surface, is a guarantee against winter 
killing, even in the very coldest 
weather we have in the south. 

We first made these “open -furrows” 
with an ordinary small shovel attach- 
ed to a single Heyman plow stock, 
and sowed the seed oats through a 
tin “guano trumpet.” But we soon 
found that a machine in common use 
as a fertilizer sower, or distributor, 
would sow oats just as well, and I 
quickly induced the manufacturer 
of that machine (Gantt Bros., Macon, 
Ga.) to improve it by adding another 
hopper and another spout, so that it 
would sow both fertilizer and seed at 
one and the same time. 

Other makers soon followed suit and 
now there are several makes of oat- 
drills that do the work satisfactorily. 
1 finally induced a prominent manufac- 
turer of 2-horse grain drills to .con- 
Struct a two-horse, four-hoe grill for 
sowing Oats and fertilizer in open fur- 
rows, and one Of these machines—the 
tirst that was made—has been in use 
at the Georgia station since 1905, and 
there are two or three others in use in 
Spalding county. This machine sows 
fuur rows, or drills, 16 inches apart, 
putting in the seed and fertilizer at the 
Same time and doing satisfactory work. 

Now I want to remind the farmers 
that oat sowing time is close at hand 
and to repeat my insistence that the 
area in oats be greatly increased this 
fall. It ought to be quadruplked—yes, 
#extupled. The south should plant less 
than half its present and usual area 
in gorn and double its yield per acre, 
and plant a largely increased area 
in oats (and wheat in the northeru 
tier of cotton states). If the farmers 
would do this, and follow the oat and 
wheat stubble with .cowpeas to be 
made into hay, the seuth would soon 
ha an abundance of home-raised 
oa “ work animals and growing 
stGex, plenty of corn to mix half-and- 
half with oats and enough besides to 
fatten all the beef cattle and pork 
hogs needed for home, city and county 
consumption. They would be compelled 
to raise cattle and hogs and mules to 
consume the grain and hay, and the 
manure thus resulting would help to 
make the soil richer and more produc- 
tive.. This is no idle talk, although :t 
may be thought platitudinous; the time 
is coming and cannot be long deferred. 

I want to say that one of the chief 
economic advantages in growing oats 
extensively is the fact that it practi- 
cally involves and makes convenient 
@nd practicable a larger area in cow- 
peas for hay, Indeed this fact goes di- 
rectly to the credit of oat culture, and 
is one of the strong arguments in its 
behalf. 

Another thing: 
wishes, may sow his oats in his cot- 
ton fields, in open furrows, following 
right along after the cotton pickers, 
without any previous preparation of 
the land, if the cotton has been wel! 
cultivated and there is litthe grass 
in the way. : 

Let’s have the largest area sown in 
Oats this fall ever known in the south. 
Yes, twice as large, and next year dou- 
ble again. I know men who are mak- 
ing $40 to $60 an acre growing oats 
and selling them for seed at $1 per 
bushel. 

A fertilizer for oats should contain 
a liberal percentage each of nitrogen 
and potash in addition to phosphor:c 
acid, say a mixture of 200 pounds, 14 
per cent acid phosphate, 200 pounds ot 
cotton seed meal (or 100 pounds high- 
grade dried blood) and 50 pounds of 
muriate of potash, applied at time of 
sowing. <A top dressing in March of 
50 to 100 pounds per acre of nitrate of 
soda is also advised unless it shall ap- 
pear that no further addition of nitro- 
gen is needed.

I am thinking of soddine in 
Bermuda grass and making a hog lot 
or pasture of it. Do you think this 
would injure my orchard? 

2. I have a piece of land adjoining 
my regular pasture that just takes a 
sack of oats to sow. Would it do to 
sow this land in oats every spring, 
in order to have a larger pasture in 
summer”? Most of this land is bottom 
land, and is already fenced for ras- 
ture. 

3. I have another piece of bottom 
land that was washed off as deep as’ I 
had it plowed,and some places to the 
clay. and somenot. Thereis a lot of 
grass and weeds come up on it. Would 
it do to turnthis underthis fall and 
sow in oats next spring? . 

4. How much would this fertilizer 
analyze: Sixteen per cent acid, 1,200 
pounds; 9 per cent cotton seed meal, 
600 pounds; 24 per cent kainit, 400 
pounds?

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not further apart than 25 or 30 feet 
each way, wilt need all the plant food 
and moisttre, and if the orchard be 
planted in any crop at all it should 
rather be forthe benefit ofthe trees. 

2. I see no serious objection to sow- 
ing the land described in oats every 
fall, provided you shall fertilize the 
Oats liberally. Why not put this land 
in Bermuda and also sow it every 
fall in oats and vetch? | 

3. Yes, I see no objection to turning 
under the weeds and grass, but I 
would not sow it in oats next spring. 
Why not plant it in cor nor cotton? 
Spring oats, as a rule,-is a doubtful 
crop. 

4. I think you must be in error in 
the percentages you have given. The 
very highest grades of cotton seed 
meal rarely contains over 7 per cent of 
nitrogen (8.40 ammonia), and kainit 
never more than 13 per cent of pot- 
ash. Assuming that the meal is high 
grade (7 per cent nitrogen) and the 
.kainit to contain 12% per cent of pot- 
ash, the mixture as suggested by you 
would analyze: 9.41—-1.91—2.70.

COTTON MEAL IN A TON OF SEED. 

A. H. Exley, Clyo, Ga.: In The Con- 
stitution of August 15, 1910, you stated 
that there were 750 pounds of meal ina 
ton of seed. I would be glad if you would 
tell us how many pounds of this pure 
meal is in a ton of meal that we buy 
for fertilizer and feed meal? By an- 
swering this you will oblige a great 
many of we farmers. — 

Answer—When I stated 
are about 750 pounds of meal in a 
ton of coton seed I «meant that the 
oil mills usually get that amount from 
a ton Of seed and it is about al! there 
is in the seed. Of course there are 
exactly 2,000 pounds of meal in @ ton 
of meal, as sold, unless the mil] man 
shall add more or less hulls to the 
cake when grinding and sacking 
This is doubtess often done and it 
may usually be detected by the darker 
color. Indeed you may easily see the 
small particles of the hulls. Unadult- 
trated meal from sound seed is of a 
bright yellow cotton and is practically 
free from lint and perhaps of hulls. 
When the mill man puts hulls in the 
meal I do not know by what rule he 
is governed. Unadulterated, sound 
meal should analyze about 7 per cent 
of nitrogen. In Georgia, cotton seed 
mea] is required by law to be in- 
spected and analyzed, just as other 
ingredients must be.

ate it if you will send me directions. 
It is covering my garden. 

Answer—You should find no serious 
difficulty in destroying Bermuda 
grass in a well-cultivated garden. It is 
largely a matter of persistent watch- 
fulness and work. If the garden be 
left io weeds and grass during mid- 
summer and fall it i# not surprising if 
it takes a deep and broad hold. Re- 
peated plowings, hoeings and rakings 
during the hot season, being careful to 
get out the jointed, underground stems 
as they appear, will certainly result in 
conquoring the grass. There is no 
way’ to accomplish it. I have 
found it much less trouble to control 
and actually destroy Bermuda than it 
is to root out and exterminate crab 
gZrass and other grasses and weeds 
from a garden. Keep the garden cul- 
tivated all] summer and until frost in 
vegetables and you will not only de- 
Stroy this grass, or any other grass or 
weeds, but will at the same time be 
repaid for your labor in vegetables. 

I do not recall writing a special ar- 
ticle On destroying Bermuda, but did 
tell how to tackle nutgrass and Jolin- 
son grass in the issue of June 25, 1910. 


NITRATE OF SODA WILL NOT KILL

(1) THE BEST POSSIBLE YIELD OF 
CORN. (2) HOME-RAISED WHEAT 
SEED. 

John W. Pouncey, East 
Ala.—I have some dry 
with an ash-colored soil and a good 
clay subsoil. I want to make corn 
on these 2% or 3 acres to do me. I 
am a one-horse farmer. I think I will 
make 30 or 35 bushels per acre this 
year, but I want to prepare and fer- 
tilize right and make as much as can 
possibly be made to the acre. I also 
wish to know if home-raised wheat 
(blue stem) will make as good as the 
wheat that we can buy from the mar- 
Ieet. I bought from 
October and I made a splendid crop 
this year. I expect:to plant again this 
October and I hear many say that it 
will not make as well as that 1 buy 
from the market. I would like to say 
to The Constitution readers to plant 
wheat and oats in October and make 
lots of corn on a few acres, and we 
will soon forget to give crop notes and 
we will sell our cotton when we get 
réady, and we can stay at home and 
work on Saturdays instead of going to 
town to get a supply of meat, meal, 
lard and flour. 

Answer—I suggest that you plow or 
disk the land as deeply as possible 
just about the time of first frost and 
disk harrow it two or three times 
during dry spells in the winter, or as 
often as may be necessary to form a 
thoroughly pulverized seed bed. Early 
in March lay off rows 4 feet apart and 
scatter in these 500 to 800 pounds of 
a high-grade ammoniated fertilizer 
per acre, mix the same thoroughly with 
fhe soil and bed out to a good water 
furrow. At planting time harrow the 
beds down until smooth and mellow 
and plant in the center of the bed so 
as to leave one plant every 18 inches. 
Apply: a little nitrate of soda—20 or 
40 pounds per acre-—in the furrows 
with the seed. Cultivate every ten 
days shallow. If the blades do not 
show a dark rich green color you may 
apply 50 to 100 pounds of nitrate of 
soda per acre in one of the riding fur- 
rows, or alongside the plants on top 
of the ground just ahead of thé plow- 
ing. This may be done when plants 
are 12 to 18 inches high and possibly 
it may pay to repeat the dose when in 
bunch for tassel.

WHICH EAR, THE UPPER OR THE 
LOWER? 


R. L. Smith, Chauncey, Ga.—Have 
been reading your department in The 
Constitution for some time and like 
it very much. Can you give me any 
information as to selecting seed corn 
from the stalks? Where there are 
three and four ears to the stalk, would 
you pull all and save for seed, or just 
Part of them; and if just part, which 
ones—bottom or top ones? I have 
about ten acres of upland corn that I 
put 600 pounds of high-grade fertilizer 
per acre. It will average 70 busheis 
per acre, 

Answer—When the two or more ears 
On a stalk are practically of the samp 
size and are exactly excellent in other 
respects, I am not able to say that 
there is any room for choice for plant- 
ing purposes. I once entertained the 
idea = that seed from the lower 
ear would be more likely to produce 2- 
eared plants mext year, but I never put 
the idea to the test of actual exper.- 
ment. But, as a matter of common obD- 
servation, the uppermost ear On @& 
stalk is nearly always larger and 
sometimes with two to four more rows 
of grain. I once found a stalk having 
three perfect'ears, of which the upper 
ear had 18 rows, the middle 16 rows 
and the lower 14 rows. Then was the 
occasion to institute a direct experi- 
ment to see what might be the differ- 
ence between plants grown from each 
of the three ears; but I did not. 

As a matter of personal choice, I 
would prefer a stalk with two good 
ears than one with a larger number, 
because as the number increases they 
diminish in size until they may be two 
small to handle with facility, in husk- 
ing, shelling, ete. Can any reader give 
ony facts or results of experiments 


along this line? 


RICE FLOUR FOR PIGS. 

Ww. H. Keith, Selma, N. C., wishes to 
know if rice flour is any good for hog 
feed. Some say it will kill them, 
others say it is all o. k.; the analysis 
is protein, 10 per cent; fat, 7.50 per 
fibre. 13.50 per cent and carbo- 
hydrates, 50 per cent. 

“Answer—Judging by the analysis 
vou give, the stuff you call “rice flour 
is probably what is more correctly 
known as “rice polish,” which is the 
rice in process of 5 genage age B Rey 
an rs rhich as ven in es is: 
analysis of whic g eta Sd 
which corresponds rather closely 
to the analysis you state. It is a very 
nutritious food, fully equal to corn 
meal. I have not heard or read that. 
it is in anyway harmful to pigs or 
other animals provided it be sound. 
It is a fact, however, that the by- 
products of rice—especially rice meal 

are peculiarly Mable to become fran- 
cid and therefore unpalatable. It Is 
true also that the better and more 
valuable by-products are often adul- 
terated with more or less of ground 
rice hulls and this last is liable te 
cause dangerous irritation of the in- 
testines. It may be that what you 
designate as rice flour is so adulter- 
ated as might be suspected from the 
large content of “fiber.” 

A WASHY MEALY 


(1) MULE—(2) 


A. W., Pitts, Ga.—(1). IT have a mule 
that seems to be washy, and want to 
know what‘ to do for him. 

(2). And his feet seem to be rot- 
ten inside; they are crumbling and 
soft inside: can scrape with a knife 
and it looks right mealy and smells 
powerful bad, but the frog of the foot 
seems to be in. perfect good shape. 
Any information will be greatly ap- 
preciated. 

Answer—(1). It should be under- 
stood that “washiness” of the horse or 
mule, by which term we mean a con- 
stant disposition to looseness of the 
bowels and diarrhoea, is the result of 
a constitutional weakness of the di- 
gestive apparatus of the animal, and 
there is no real cure for it. By con- 
stant attention to feeding and water- 
ing, much may be done to alleviate 
the trouble. Fas@# or road work ag- 
gravates it. The animal should have 
the best of food and pure, clean wa- 
ter to drink. It should be fed regu- 
larly three times a day. being careful 
to water before feeding and not im- 
mediately after, nor should it be put 
to work within less than half hour 
after watering and feeding. If there 
is much flatulency give one or two 
tablespoonfuls of common soda. If 
the discharges are of bad odor give 
one ounce of sulphate of soda or dram 
doses of creolin in water twice a day. 

(2). Clean out the foot carefully 
and about twice a week smear the 
surface of the sole with a mixture of 
equal parts of pine tar and clean lard. 
Put on shoes with a wide web in such 
manner as not to press on the sole, 
but entirely on the horn.

as lI 
can remembey, which is over 20 vears, 
and I always went to him for advice 
until last yea® when he was called to 
a better home. He always said what 
Colonel Redding said about farming 
was authority, and I now come to you 
for some advice. I have a Blue Guin- 
ea sow, about 1 year old. She brought 
pigs the 6th of July this year. For the 
last month she has not looked well, 
though she eats hearty. She stays in 
the cow lot, and a few days ago while 
milking, I noticed her bowels acted 
and passed a worm about 8 inches 
long and as large as a large broom 
straw. I feed her on corn, grass and 
slops from the kitchen. Please tell me 
what to do for her. 

Ans wer—lIt is quite probable that the 
presence of a number of such worms 
in the intestines of your sow is the 
cause of her not looking weli. The 
following are good remedies: Give ev- 
ery four hours % ounce of the fluid 
extract of spigelia and sénna until 
purging occurs. Or you may give 3v 
grains of koosin as a pill. One dose is 
usually sufficient. Amother good rem- 
édy is to beat up 2 ounces of: pump- 
kin seeds into a pulp with sugar and 


| give at one dose, which should be fol- 


lowed in 4 hours with a brisk physic 
of either castor oil or Epsom salts: or 
you. may give from 20 to 30 drops of 
wormseed oil in a little syrup at 
one dose, followed in 2 hours 'by a 
purge. These medicines should be giv- 
en on anh empty stomach. 


DYSPEPSIA AND WORMS OF MARE. 

Subscriber, Bessemer, Ala.—Will you 
please tell me what is the matter with 
my mare? I feed on a variety of diets 
—corn, oats, shorts and timothy, oats 
and corn ground up together, as we!!

F would treat her first for 
worms as follows: On an empty stom- 
ach give her 2 ounces of turpentine 
in % pint of raw linseed oil, morning 
ang night, for 3 or 4 days; then give 1 
quart of raw linseed oil as a purge. 
Another good remedy is 2 drams o: 
asafetida. 1 dram of calomel, 1 dram 
of savin and 2 drams of fluid extract 
of male shield fern, mixed and made 
into a ball and give at night on an 
empty stomach. A bran mash may be

FARCY, GLANDERS. 

M. W. H., Lula, Ga.—Is farcy con- 
tagious? If so, could I whitewash or 
fumigate the stable in which a mule 
has been kept two years, and keep 
my own mule from taking it? 

Answer—yYou should understand that 
farcy (not feercy) is precisely the same 
as glanders. It is usually called 
glanders when the local lesions pre- 
dominate in, the interior organs-—the 
nostrils, lungs and airtubes; and it is 
called farcy when the principal mani- 
festations consist in an outbreak on 
the exterior or skin of the animal. It 
is a very contagious disease in both 
forms and may be communicated to 
man, Gog, cat, rabbit and guine pig, 
but not easily to sheep and 
goats and not at all to cat- 
tle. There is no known cure, and 
animals attacked usually die of it un- 
less they contract some other fatal 
disease. To prevent infection of other 
animals the stable in which a glan- 
dered animal has been kept should be 
very carefully disinfected. Everythin 
in the stable that can be remove 
should be burned... including especially 
the manger, or feed box. The cloth- 
ing and harness should be thoroughly 
scalded with boiling water. All parts 
of the building should be washed with 
a solution of six ounces of carbolic 
acid to one gallon f water. After 


doing all this, close all doors and win- | 


dows tight and burn one or 


two | 


pounds of sulphur in a pot of burn-' 


ing coal. Keep 
closed for twelve hours. 
open doors and windows for several 
days before putting animals in it. Of 
course all manure and trash of every 
kind should be destroyed by burning. 


SOREHEAD OF FOWLS. 

A. Stoddard, Monroe, Ga.—wWill you 
please let me have a remedy to pre- 
vent chickens from having what is 
known as sorehead? It kills a great 
many, and others it causes to be blind. 

Answer—The treatment of sorehead 
(or “chicken pox,” “pigeon pox’) is 
mainly prophylactic, or preventive. 
First, exclude carefully infected fowls 
from the premises; clean up the fowl 
house and yards throughly; spray, or 
wash, the interior and exterior of the 
fowl] house with lime whitewash made 
up with water containing 5 per cent 
of carbolic acid; or spray with the 
carbolic acid water alone. Second, 
individual treatment: Apply sulphur 
ointment to the sores and nodules 
twice a day; or carbolic ointment 
(glycerine with 2 per cent of carbolic 
acid). Another treatmentis to soften

FERTILIZING PEACHTREES. 

To Mr. Warren May, Sr., Dothan, 
Ala.—Peach trees and other frult trees 
and grape vines may be manured or 
fertilized at any time during the win- 
ter as may be most convenient. Cot- 
ton seed meal, alone or ‘Well rotted 
stable manure, is excellent for peach 
trees for the first and second year, in 


_order to encourage a vigorous growth 


of wood; bit the third and succeeding 
years the fertilizer should consist 
mainly of phosphoric acid and potash: 
say a mixture of 1,000 pounds of 16 
per cent acid phosphate, 250 pounds of 
muriate of potash (or 1,000 pounds of 
kainit) and 130 pounds of cotton seed 
meal, applying 4 to 5 pounds around 
tree as far out as the branches 
extend and digging it in with a prong 
hoe, not more than 2 or 3 inches deep. 
Your Snead trees have probably re- 
ceived too much nitrogen (cotton seed 


| mealy and have made too much growth. 


Do not apply any nitrogen this winter, 
thin out the inferior branchés, but do 
not shorten the main branches more 
than one-third of this year’s growth. 

Yes, you can spray for scale anytime 
after growth stops, but I would wait 
until the leaves fall off. I cannot say 
in regard to the trees from the nur- 
sery you name. I know the men to be 
reliable, honest gentiemen.

PERSIMMON AND CHINA- 
BERRY TREES. 

“Subscriber.” Austell, Ga.—If.you or 
any reader of The Constitution know 
of a sure pilav to kill out persimmons 
and chinaberry trees and their sprouts 
I will be gled if the same be published 
in The Constitution. 

Answer—I know of no specific plan 
for doing the work unless the follow- 
ing may be called “specific”: First 
dig out the roots as deep below the 
surface as,may be convenient, say a 
foot, and return the loose soil to the 
holes s0 excavated. Then as often as 
the sprouts show above the surface, 
cut them off as low down as possible, 
using a long-bladed mattock, or a 
chisel-shaped sharp-edged crow ber. 
Don't wait for the sprovts to grow 
severa! inches high above the surface. 
but as soon as the first one shows its 
“go fpr it” and for all others 
that may be struggling to the surface, 
always returning the loose soil te the
